Friend Johnson: 

That it may not be construed that the 
patients alone are responsible for sani- 
tary conditions by doing their part to- 
ward keeping things clean, 1 will de- 
scribe that part ot the work done by 
the nurses and attendants. 

Every morning all floors are sprink- 
led with a dust preventive preparation 
and swept thoroughly^ corners, beneath 
teds, and other furniture. This refuse 
is burned. Convalescent patients, may, 
if they desire the exercise assist in this 
work, and frequently do, but it is not 
compulsory; merely a matter of inclina- 
tion and ambition. This work is assign- 
ed to a man who assists the- nurse by 
carrying laundry, bedding and doing 
such other work as she may require. 

Once every week and more often if 
•necessary the floors are scrubbed with 
hot water and soap powder. This work 
is done in a most efficient manner by a 
man of muscular attainments. It is 
not a method of slopping water on the 
floor and wiping it up with a cloth or 
mop. A floor brush is used and Louis 
appears to delight in a vigorous applica? 
tion of it When his work is done the 
floors are as spotless and white as the 
most fastidious could desire. The win- 
dows likewise receive attention when 
thought* necessary; they are scoured 
and published diligently, including 
cashes and casings. 

AH furniture is enameled white. This 
likewise is gone over with soap and 
water once weekly at least. There is 
no "dusting". Dust is removed more 
effectually , with soap and water. No 
private house ii kept • more^a'salb'uonsly 
clean and spotless ,.' ' 

There is nothing to attract flies but 
they come just the*' same. When the 
place is thoroughly screened, as it is 
before warm weather the flies find little 
chance to get in In fact once inside 
be meets his doom for there is no p?ace 
until a swatter has sected his fate.

Outside the buildings every effort is 
made to collect everything that the 
wind can blow about the grounds. Load 
after load of dead leaves and grass 
have been gathered and hauled to the 
garden for fertilizer.

All dead treeB about the grounds and 
in the grove have been removed during 
the winter and transferred into stove 
wood.

the days before the sixties, when negroes wero valued solely by the money 
their healthy bodies would bring if offered for sale in the slave marts at Now 
Orleans, Richmond, Milledgevlllo, Ga., and other' places, were there, jaB wero 
many broken and decrepit men. / 

Some of the old negroes in the group about the entrance of the 'city hall 
on (his bright day probably remembered being brought to Savannah' by their 
owners and placed in safekeeping underneath the Pulaski hotel, a Savannah 
hostelry, about one hundred years old. This hotel is within a stono's throw 
of the city hall, where thiB year's bounty was distributed, and it had a great 
reputation in the days before the sixtioa as one of tho big hotels of the South, 
where a gentleman and a slave owner might carry his charges and turn them 
over to the proprietor and his lackeys, with the knowledge that when tho tlmo 
came for him to continue his Journey his men and women would be turned 
back to him, well fed and well cared for. The Pulaski made a specialty 
of this kind of patronage, and today its cellar, far under the ground, is honey- 
combed with slave cells. They are of sufficient size to ho, comfortable, but are 
in moat cases as dark as Egyptian blackneBB itself. Light Beldom penetrates 
into their deep recesses. More than a hundred remain, and in the timesVwhen 
space was at a premium for this kind of entertainment there wore more.

It was stated on high authority that 
no recommendation tor withdrawal of 
tho troops had come from Major Gen- 
eral Scott, chlefof staff, who has been 
conferring with General Funston, or 
from any other officer of the army on 
the Mexican border, and that there is 
no intention on the part of the Ameri- 
can government to withdraw them at 
this time. 

Secretary Baker issued the follow- 
ing statement after the conference: 

"General Funston has recommended 
a redlsposltlon of tho forces In Mexico 
for tho purpose of recuperation and 
pending opportunity for further coop- 
eration with the forces of the do facto 
government of Mexico. Ills recom- 
mendation has been npproved and its 
execution left to his discretion." 

El Paso, Tex.. April 25.— General Ga- 
vira, commander of Carranza troops at 
Juarez, has received. It Is said, a tele- 
gram from Mexico City stating that 
disorder prevails in the capital, tho 
result of an open breach between Car- 
ranza and his minister of war, Alvaro 
Obregon. 

General Obregon has 10,000 of his 
own troops, mostly Yaqui Indians, with 
him in Mexico City.

Eleven Men and a Woman Believed to 
Have Perished in Blaze at Gran- 
ite City, III. 

Granite City. 111., April 2;".— Al- 
though eleven men and one woman 
aro said to be missing, no effort was 
mado to search the ruins of tho four- 
story lodging house destroyed by tiro 
for fear brick walls now standing 
would fall. Threo men wore hurt se- 
riously and two women, three men nnd 
three children were injured slightly. 

It Is estimated that at least 150 per- 
sons were In the building when tho lire 
started. The work of obtaining a list 
of occupants is progressing slowly, as 
all wero foreigners. 



Hundreds of Turks Fall In the Battle 

— German Attack Near Dvinsk 

Repulsed. 

Pctrograd (via London), April 21. — 
An ofTlcIal report on Wednesday says: 

"In the Dvinsk region, south of 
Garbunovka, during the night of April 
IS tho Germaus poured a tremendous 
fire Into one of our trenches at the 
village of Glnovka, then attacked and 
carried a trench, which wo captured 
by a counter-attack. 

"In the region west of Postavy our 
artillery dispersed enemy columns. 

"In tho Black sea one of our sub- 
marines, although attacked by an 
enemy' airman, succeeded In sinking a 
steamer and a ship vessel near tho 
entrance of tho Bosphorus under a 
heavy fire from the enemy batteries. 

"In the region of Aschkala, west of 
Erzerum, our troops by a night assault 
carried a chain of high hills, which 
had been strongly organized. Wo cap- 
tured four Turkish ofllcors and 120 
men. Tho enemy loft hundreds of 
dead on the Held. 

"Wo annihilated somo enemy ele- 
ments which had been recently brought 
from Gallipoli, while tho other Turkish 
troops which participated in tho tight 
sustained heavy losses." 

Constantinople^ April 21. — Turkish 
volunteers'^detachments successfully 
attacked British positions near Skeikh 
Said, east of Kut-EI-Amara, the war of- 
fice announced. On tho Caucasian 
front combats continue in tho Ashorak 
valley and on the coast of Laurlstan. 

Tho report adds: 

"On tho Syrian coast a seaplane, 
which ascended from a ship off Gaoz, 
was pursued by two aeroplanes which 
opened machine gun flro and which 
also dropped bombs on the hostile 
ship. 

"On Tuesday a hostilo monitor llred 
a number of Ineffective shots at Kar- 
atash Point on tho Island of Kensten, 
near Smyrna."

FRENCH TAKE THE OFFENSIVE 



Capture Redoubt and Trenches In Re- 
gion of Vaux — Take 200 Ger- 
man Prisoners. 

Paris, April 22. — French troops have 
taken the offensive on tho east bank 
of tho Mouse river In tho second bat- 
tle of Verdun. Tho official com- 
munique announced on Thursday that 
a successful French attack was car- 
ried out in tho region of Vaux. 

The assailing forco captured a re- 
doubt and somo trenches which tho 
Gormans had constructed after their 
advance against tho northeast front 
of Verdun. 



Large Force Given Enthusiastic Wel- 
come on Arrival In Port — Joffre 
Sends Greeting.. 

Marseilles, Franco, April 22.— A 
largo licet of transports bearing Rus- 
sian troops drew up to McQuay hero 
at threo o'clock Thursday afternoon. 
French troops, headed by tho Sixth 
Hussars and tho One Hundred and 
Fifteenth territorials, lined tho land- 
ing to extend tho arrivals a welcome 

The sailors of tho French fleet In 
tho harbor maned tho yard arms of 
their vessels and tho bands of the 
lleot took up tho Russian national an- 
them as tho Urst transport, La Toucho 
Treville, drew up. 

Tho Russian officers and sailors 
wore lined up along tho decks and 
on tho bridges of tho transports nnd 
tho Russian bands played the 
"Marseillaise." 

General Lochwescy commanded tho 
Russian forccB. Ho was received with 
military honors by General Mcnasslor, 
governor of Marseilles, and General 
Guerin, representing General Joffre. 

A notnblo gathering of Russian and 
French ofllcinls joined In an oxchango 
of salutations, and tho Russian-French 
soldiers cheered in salvos while tho 
cannon roared and exchanged salutes. 

Tho Russian forces will bo used to 
fill tho gaps on tho western front 
caused by tho recent fighting. 

Tho arrival of these soldiers has 

mado a profound improsslon in 

[•Franco, which is deeply moved by this 

manifestation of Russia's good will in 

tho substantial form of fighting men. 

Tho Russians aro believed to have 
embarked for Franco from the port 
of Archangel on tho White sea, tho 
only port through which thero Is freo 
communication between Russia and 
her allies in tho West 



Washington, April 24.— Presldont 
Wilson was aBked by Viscount Suteml 
Chinda, the Japanoso ambassador, to 
have tho phraseology of tho Burnett 
Immigration bill, now boforo tho sen- 
ate immigration committee, changed 
so that tho apparent coupling of tho 
Japanese people with those of Hindu 
nationality would bo eliminated. The 
ambassador had talked tho mattor 
over with Secretary Lansing, and, at 
the request of tho latter, asked tho 
president today to take up tho mat- 
ter with Senator Smith of South Caro- 
lina, chairman of tho commltteo. Tho 
president is expected to ask that tho 
bill bo changed to carry tho language 
agreed upon In this connoctlo'n two 
years ago when a similar proposition 
came up. 

It 1b understood that tho Japanese 
ambassador called tho president's at- 
tention to tho fact that tho Japanese 
government had agreed to restrict 
coolie emigration to tho United 
States at tho time of tho original Cali- 
fornia Immigration dlsputo and pro- 
tested that now to write a provision 
of this character Into tho bill would 
bo an Implied reflection upon tho good 
faith of tho Japanese nation. And tho 
apparent inclusion of all of tho 
Japanese people with tho Hindu class, 
tho ambassador explained, would bo a 
serious affront to tho Japanese

NEUTRAL LINER SUNK; 5 DIE 

Dutch Steamship Lodewlk Van Nas- 
sau Goes Down in Six Min- 
utes — 36 Rescued. 

London, April 24.— A Lloyd's dis- 
patch from Ymuldcn, Holland, says tho 
Dutch steamship Lodewik Van Nassau 
was sunk Thursday afternoon. It went 
down in six minutes. Five of its crow 
were drowned. Thirty-six survivors 
have been landed at Ymulden. 

Tho British bark Ravenhill was 
sunk Tuesday. Tho crew was saved 
and landed, according to Lloyds. 

The British steamer Calngowan also 
has been sunk, according to Lloyds. 
Its crow was saved. Tho steamer was 
not armed. 



Section of Law Nullified by Senate and 
Duty Will Be Continued— Pre- 
vents Loss of Revenue. 

Washington, April 25.— Tho senate 
on Saturday approved tho Iioubo bill 
repealing the free-sugar section of tho 
tariff law, under which sugar would 
have gone on tho free list May 1. By a 
voto of 59 to 10 tho scnato receded 
from an amendment which it had 
passed extending tho existing duty of 
ono cent a pound for four years, and 
which tho houso refused to agreo to in 
conference. 

Tho repeal, sought by tho adminis- 
tration to keep up revenues, now needs 
only tho president's signature to bo* 
como effective. Tho ono cent duty 
yields about $50,000,000 annually. Son* 
ato Democrats, finding tho houso un- 
yielding in its stand for a fiat repeal, 
decided at a caucus to yield and avort 
any possibility of sugar going on tho 
freo list oven for a limited period.

WILSON SAYS GERMAN C RISIS IS NEAR 

President Tells Congress He Has Notified Kaiser Break Must 

Come Unless Methods of Submarine Warfare 

Are Changed. 



H oiiBo of Representatives, the Cap- 
itol, Washington, April 20.— Sharply 
indicting Germany for Its ubo of sub- 
marines against merchant vessels, 
President Wilson yesterday, before a 
Joint session of congress, IsBUod pub- 
lic notice to the world that unless that 
.government changes Its methods tho 
United States will have no choice 
tout to sever diplomatic relations. 

"Tho history In tho making," was 
witnessed by one of the largest gath- 
erings that hns over been Jammed Into 
the historic chamber of tho house of 
representatives. Every single Inch 
of available space was occupied, while 
literally thousands were turned away. 
Thero was no questioning the seri- 
ousness of tho president's position. 
His voice, somewhat husky, penetrated 
overy corner of tho room, and tho 
mesBago was emphasized with an ex- 
pression that showed Its author waa 
fearful of the outcome. That serious- 
ness was shared by the audience, the 
usual applause given the president's 
utterances being absent. 

Tho message in every sense was an 
ultimatum. True, It contained no tlmo 
limit within which reply must be made. 
But It flatly insisted that tho German 
.submarine warfare has reached tho 
fitage when this government will no 
longer tolerate it. 

The Qermun explanations, previous- 
ly made, have been accepted In good 
faith, the president Bald) in the hope 
that that government would finally 
toe able to so order and control tho acts 
of Its naval commanders as to square 
its policy with tho position of human- 
ity as embodied in tho "law of na- 
tions." 

The United States has been willing 
to wait, the president said, "until tho 
•significance of tho fact became abso- 
lutely unmistakable and susceptiblo 
lot but ono interpretation." That point, 
ho said, has "now unhappily been 
reached." 

Text of President's Address. 
Following 1b tho complete text of 
the president's address: 

"Gentlemen of tho Congress: A situ- 
ation -has arisen In tho foreign rela- 
tions of tho country of which It Is my 
plain duty to Inform you very frankly. 
"It will bo recalled that In Febru- 
ary, 1915, tho Imperial German' govern- 
ment announced its intention to treat 
tho waters surrounding Great Britain 
iind Ireland as embraced within tho 
seat of war and to destroy all mer- 
chant ships owned by Its enemies that 
might bo found within any part of 
that portion of tho high seas, and that 
It warned nil vessels, of neutral as 
well as of belligerent ownership, to 
keep out of the waters It had thus 
prescribed, or else enter them at their 
peril. Tho government cf tho United 
States earnestly protested. It took 
tho position that such a policy could 
not be pursued without tho practical 
certainty of gross and palpablo viola- 
tions of the law of nations, particular- 
ly if suhmarlno craft wore to be cm- 
ployed as Its Instruments, Inasmuch as 
the rules r prescrlbed by that law, rules 
founded upon principles of humanity 
and established for tho protection of 
tho lives of noucombatants at sea 
could not In tho nature of the case bo 
observed by such vessels. It based 
Its protest on the ground that persons 
of neutral nationality and vessels of 
neutral ownership would bo exposed 
to extreme and Intolerable risks, and 
that no right to closo any part of the 
high seas against their ubo or to ex- 
pose them to such risks could lawfully 
no assorted by any belligerent govern- 
ment. Tho law of nations In theso 
matters, upon which tho government 
of tho United States based Its protest 
1b not of recent origin or founded upon 
merely arbitrary principles sot up by 
convention. It is based, on tho con- 
trary, upon manifest and Imperative 
principles of humanity -and has long 
been established with tho approval 
and by tho express assent of all civi- 
lized nations. 

Protest Was Disregarded. 
"Notwithstanding tho earnest pro- 
test of our government, tho Imperial 
Gorman government at onco procoedod 
to carry out tho policy it has an- 
nounced. It expressed the hope thai 
tho dangors involved, at any rate tho 
dangers to neutral vessels, would be 
reduced to a minimum by tho Instruc- 
tions which It had Issued to Its subma- 
rine commanders, and assured tho gov- 
ernment of tho United States that It 
would tako every possible precaution, 
both to respect tho rights of neutrals 
nud to safeguard tho lives of noncom- 
batants. 

"What has actually happened In tho 
year which has since elapsed has 
shown that thoso hopes wore not justi- 
fied; those uBBurancos lnsusceptlblo of 
boiug fulfilled. In pursuance of tho 
policy of aubmarlno warfaro against 
the commerce of Its adversaries, thus 
announced and entered upon by tho 
Imperial German government in 



despite of tho solemn protest of this 
government, tho commanders of Gor- 
man undersea vobbcIs havo attacked 
merchant ships with greater and great- 
er activity, not only upon the high 
seas surrounding Great Britain and 
Ireland, but wherever they encounter 
them, In a way that has grown more 
and moro ruthless, more and more 
Indiscriminate as the months have 
gone by, leas and less observant of re- 
straints of any kind; and have deliv- 
ered their attacks without compunc- 
sO&jIf against vessels of every national- 
ity and bound upon every sort of er- 
rand. Vessels of neutral ownership, 
bound from neutral porl to neutral 
port, havo been destroyed along with 
vessels of belligerent ownership, in 
constantly increasing numbers. Some- 
times tho merchantman attacked has 
been warned and summoned to sur- 
render before being fired on or tor- 
pedoed; sometimes passengers or 
crews have been vouchsafed the poor 
security of being allowed to tako to 
tho ship's boats before she was sent 
to tho bottom. But again and again 
no warning has been given, no escape 
even to tho ship's boats allowed to 
thoso on board. What tills government 
foresaw must happen has happened. 
Tragedy has followed tragedy on tho 
seas in such fashion, with such at- 
tendant circumstances, as to mako it 
grossly evident that warfare of such a 
sort, if warfaro it be, cannot be car- 
ried on with the most palpable vio- 
lation of tho dictates alike of right and 
of humanity. "Whatever the disposi- 
tion and intention of tho imperial Ger- 
man government, It has manifestly 
proved Impossible for It to keep such 
methods of attack upon tho commerce 
of Its enomles within bounds set by 
either the reason or tho heart of man- 
kind. 

As to Armed Merchantmen. 
"In February of tho present year the 
imperial Gorman government informed 
this government and tho other neutral 
governments of tho world that It had 
reason to bollevo that tho government 
of Great Britain had armed all mer- 
chant vessels of British ownership and 
hnd given them secrot orders to attack 
any suhmarlno of tho enemy they 
might encounter upon tho seas, and 
that tho Imporlal German government 
felt justified In tho circumstances- In 
treating all nrmed merchantmen of 
belligerent ownership as auxiliary ves- 
sels of war, which it would havo the 
right to destroy without warning. 

"Tho law of nations has long rec- 
ognized tho right of merchantmen to 
carry arms for protection and to uso 
thorn to repol attack, though to ubo 
them, In such circumstances, at their 
own risks; but tho imperial German 
government claimed tho right to set 
these understandings asldo In* circum- 
stances which It deemed extraordi- 
nary. Even tho terms In which it an- 
nounced its purposo thus still furth- 
er to relax tho restraints It hnd pre- 
viously professed Its willingness and 
desire to put upon tho operations of 
Its submarines carried tho plain Impli- 
cation that at least vessels which 
were not armed would still bo exempt 
from destruction without warning and 
that personal safety would bo accord : 
od their passengers and crews; but' 
oven that limitation, If It was over 
practicable to observe It, has in fact 
constituted no check at all upon tho 
destruction of ships of every sort. 

"Again and again tho Imperial Ger- 
man government has given this gov- 
ernment its solemn assurances that at 
least passenger ships would not bo 
thuB dealt with, and yet it has again 
and again permitted Its undersea com- 
manders to disregard theso assur- 
ances with entire impunity. Great 
liners like tho Lusltania and tho Ar- 
abic and moro ferry boats llko tho 
Sussex have been attacked without 
a moment's warning, sometimes be- 
fore they had even become aware that 
they wero in tho presence of an nrmed 
vessel of tho enemy, and tho lives of 
noncombatnnts, passengers and crew, 
have boon sacrificed wholesale, in a 
mannor which tho government of tho 
United States cannot but regard as 
wanton and without tho slightest col- 
or of justification. No limit of any 
kind has In fact boon set to tho indis- 
criminate pursuit and destruction of 
merchantmen of all kinds and nation- 
alities within tho waters, .constantly 
extending in area, whore those oper- 
ations havo boon carried on, and tho 
roll of Americana who havo lost their 
lives on ships thus attacked and de- 
stroyed has grown month by month 
until the ominous toll has mounted in- 
to tho hundreds. 

Sussex a Late Example. 
"Ono of tho latest and most shock- 
ing lustancos of this method of war- 
faro was that of tho destruction of 
tho French cross-channel Bteamor 
Subbox. It must stnnd forth, as the 
sinking of tho steamer Lusltania did, 
as so singularly tragical and unjusti- 



fiable' as to constitute a truly terrible 
example of tho Inhumanity of subma- 
rine warfaro as the commanders of 
German vessels have for the past 
twelve months been- conducting 
it. If this Instance' stood alone, some 
explanation, some, disavowal . by the 
German government, some . evidence 
of crimlnnf mistake or wilful dlsobo-' 
dlenco on the part of the commander 
of the vessel that fired tho torpedo 
might be sought or entertained; but 
unhappily it does not Btand alono. 
Recent events mako tho conclusion 
inevitable that it Is only ono Instance, 
even though It bo one of the most ex- 
treme and distressing instances, of 
tho spirit and method of "warfaro 
which tho imperial German govern- 
ment has mistakenly adopted, and 
which from tho first exposed that gov- 
ernment to the reproach of. thrusting 
all neutral rights aside In pursuit of 
Its Immediate objects. 

"Tho government of tho United 
States has been very patient. At ev- 
ery stage of this distressing experi- 
ence of tragedy after tragedy in which 
its own citizens were involved it had 
sought to bo restrained from any ex- 
treme course of action or of protest 
by a thoughtful consideration of the 
extraordinary circumstances of tbls 
unprecedented war and actuated in 
all it said or did by tho scntlmentb of 
genulno friendship which tho people 
of tho United States have always en- 
tertained and continue to entertain to. 
ward the German nation. It has, ol 
course, accepted tho successive expla- 
nations arid assurances of the impe- 
rial German government as given In 
entlro sincerity and good faith, and 
has hoped, even against hope, that It 
would provo to bo possible for the 
German government so to order and 
control the acts of Its naval comman- 
ders as to square Its policy with the 
principles of humanity as embodied 
In the law of nations. It has boon 
willing to wait until the significance 
of the facts became absolutely unmis- 
takable and susceptiblo of but one in- 
terpretation. 

"That point has now unhappily been 
reached. The facts are susceptible 
of but ono interpretation. Tho impe 
rial German government has been un- 
able to put any limit or restraints 
upon Its warfaro against either freight 
or passenger ships. It has therefore 
become painfully evident that tho po- 
sition which this government took at 
tho very outset Is Inevitable, namely, 
that tho uso of submarines for the de- 
struction of an enemy's commerce is 
of necessity, because of tho very char- 
acter of tho vessels employed and the 
very methods of a'ttack which their 
employment of course Involves, In- 
compatible with tho principles of hu- 
manity, tho long-established and Incon- 
trovertible rights of noutralB, and the 
sacred immunities of non-combatants, 

Virtual Ultimatum Sent. 

"I have deemed It my duty; there- 
fore, to say to tho Imporlal German 
government that if It is still Its pur- 
poso to prosecute ruthless and Indis- 
criminate warfaro against vessels of 
commerce by the use of submarines, 
notwithstanding tho now domon; 
strated Impossibility of conducting 
that warfaro In accordance with what 
tho government of tho United StatcE 
must consider tho 'sacred and indis- 
putable rules of International law and 
tho universally recognized dictates ol 
humanity, tho government of the 
United States Is at last forced to the 
conclusion that thero is * but one 
courso it can pursue; and that unless 
the Imperial Gorman government 
should now Immediately declare and 
effect an abandonment of Its present 
methods of warfaro against passenger 
and freight-carrying vessels this gov- 
ernment can havo no choice but to 
sever diplomatic relations with the 
government of tho German empire al- 
together. 

"This decision I have arrived a1 
with tho keenest regret; tho possibil- 
ity of tho action contemplated I am 
sure all thoughtful Americans will 
look forward to with unaffected reluc- 
tance. But wo cannot forget that we 
are in some sort and by the force ol 
circumstances the responsible spokes- 
man of the rights of humanity, and 
that wo cannot remain allont while 
thoso rights seem In process of being 
utterly swept away In tho maelstrom 
of this terrlblo war. We owe It to a 
duo regard for our own rights as a 
nation, to our aenao of duty as a rep 
resentatlvo of the rights of neutrals 
the world over, and to a joint concep 
tion of the rights of mankind to take 
this stand now with tho utmost solem- 
nity and firmness. 

"I havo taken It, and taken it in 
tho confidence that it will meet with 
your approval and support. All sober- 
minded men must unlto in hoping 
that tho imporlal German govern- 
ment, which has in other circum- 
stances stood as tho champion of all 
that wo are now contending for In the 
Interest of humanity, may recognize 
tho jiiBtlco of our demands and meet 
them in tho spirit in which they are 
mado." 
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How Beautiful Is a Flower Farm. 



HAVE A FLOWER FARM 



By E. VAN BENTHUYSEN. 

The demand for choice flowers never 
fails and the big cities of the United 
States sell enormous quantities. They 
must be flno though. 

The city man who wishes flowers for 
a special decoration does not care how 
much they cost if they are the best 
that can be grown. 
; Flower farming Is an agreeable oc- 
cupation. But little help is required. 
The costly adjuncts, such as curing, 
drying, housing and storing are not 
required. Plants Increase In value, 
and once a place is going it continues 
to Increase in productive ability with 
each year. • 

Flower farming does not require rich 
soil,' but It must bo quick and respon- 
sive, Somo of the requirements for 
success, however, demand that your 
farm-bo located near a railway station 
and should have tho convenience of a 
telephone, ice or a cold spring, and a 
goodf road to town. 

Start In a small way. Be content to 
buy from 100 to 500 plants each year 
until your plants get old enough to di- 
vide and build your stock from. By 
starting in a small way you will ac- 
quire tho Accessary experience to copo 
with tho situation and understand the 
workings on a larger scale. No book 
knowledge; can compare with a year's 
actual experlenco. 

There are. many plants that increase 
prodigiously^ Others tako several 
years to. bo strong productive plants. 
- Tho hydrangea will pay for itself in 
a single year. The peony takes longer 
to arrive at perfection. 

If planted In the fall tho peony will 
bloom tho first season, but young 
plants are apt to be too quick In get- 
ting out In tho sprlngNind tho buds 
may be Injured by late "frosts. One 
thousand bushes threo years\old will 
produce 30,000 flowers. ^^ 

Tho dahlia is a good flower to grow* 
It can bo planted Juno 1, como into 
bloom about August 15, and will bo in 
full bloom by September. It Is a free,' 
easy early bloomer, has bright colors, 
long stems and good plump tubers. 

Tho peony must not bo overlooked. 
Its requirements are simple, yet at a 
few periods they are very easily dam- 
aged. 

Plants that are kept dormant by be- 
ing dug in tho fall may be planted until 
Juno with flno success. When plant- 
ing peonies in clayey ground thoy 
should bo set about four Inches deep, 
but In light, sandy soil or loamy soil 
Ave or six Inches deep. 

Never use much manuro tho first 
year on newly planted peonies, and 
never overmanuro them. Cultivate 
them about threo inches deep, then ap- 
ply about ono inch of mauuro and 
work well Into tho soil In tho spring. 
Plant peonies in tho bright sunshine 
away from trees that are liable to 
shado them or whoso roots may sap 
tho plant food In tho soil whore thoy 
are planted. 

Peonies are grown from a division 
of old plants and also from Bccd. It 
takes from fivo to eight years to como 
into full bloom from seed. 

To get tho best results from phlox 
they should be planted new each fall 
or spring and given plenty of water 
while In bloom. 



Hardy phlox can be transplanted at 
any time, preferably in the spring or 
early fall by dividing the old clumps. 
Plant in April about fifteen to eighteen 
inches apart and pinch the tops back 
when about four inches high. The re- 
sult will be that they will give a maxi- 
mum of florets and a very large head 
of bloom. Give an occasional dressing 
of manuro or manure water. 

When a very large mass of plants is 
desired, pinch back about one-third of 
tho stems about May 1 and about three 
weoks later another third should be 
pinched back. This lengthens the 
season of blooming and adds to 
their beauty.

Give heliotrope rich, porous soil, 
composed of leaf mold, thoroughly 
rotted manure, and sand to make it 
friable. It requires good drainage 
and plenty of water and will not thrive 
In heavy sour soil. 

Ever-blooming larkspur Is a novelty 
that has proved hardy and beautiful. 
It grows to a great height, four or five 
inches tall, and Is n constant bloomer. 
As a hardy perennial of great beauty 
it is well to try tho Albion, white and 
bella-donna.- sky blue, they are a 
riot of gorgeous coloring and a great 
improvement ovor the oldtlmo lark 
spur. 

Sow mignonette every two 
until the middle of July.^Eheri) is no 
flower so f ragranfc-»*aaa it, is easily 
grown and will supply plenty of per- 
fume for tho homo rooms. 

Much better than the commercial 
fertilizer is well-decayed- manure. It 
supplies humus, which improves the 
capacity of the soil for holdhM| mois- 
ture and admitting the air to tho 
roots. 

Take care of the palms and plants 
that havo been growing in the house 
all winter. Do not expose them to 
the full sunshine of the garden. Keep 
them in a secluded spot until they 
become accustomed to it.

HYDRANGEAS 



In the spring hydrangeas should 
have somo branches cut out at tho 
bottom to glvo them a moro compact 
and sturdy look. They should occupy 
a sunny position In the garden and be 
protected from the cold winds of au- 
tumn. When tho buds begin to swell 
In the Bprlng cut the branches at tho 
bottom and the plant will quickly 
throw up shoots that will produco large 
heads of bloom.
